@ vext: 1 Cor. 12:31, “But covet ear- 
nestly the best gifts: and yet shew I 
unto you a more excellent way.” 

Of interest to me and to all intel- 
ligent human beings everywhere, is 
a better or more excellent way to do 
things than what we have hitherto 
known. Thus it has always been, as 
one will find a mute testimony in the 


* world’s Valhalla of fame. The inspired 


author of our text certainly is 
deserving of unbounded laudation 
from the depth of our hearts for the 
gateway of usefulness he opens unto 
all, from the least to the greatest of 
God’s devoted laborers. 

In the 28th verse or this 12th 
chapter, we find him establishing or 
recording the order in which God has 
set His ministers in the Church: 
apostles, prophets, teachers, miracle 
performers, those with gifts of healing, 
with helps, governments, diversities of 
tongues, etc. In other words, the min- 
istry is so varied as to meet 
every need and requirement of the 
Church, insofar as the ministry is 
concerned. But then he goes on to en- 
quire, “Are all apostles? are all proph- 
ets? are all teachers? are all workers 
of miracles?” etc. And should we at- 
tempt to answer his inquiry, we would 
be compelled to say, “No.” The great 
masses of the laity who are not es- 
pecially called to these great positions 
of honor, what are they to do? How 
are they to serve God? Paul enjoins 
them to covet earnestly these best 
gifts. Don’t by any means underesti- 
mate their importance. They are God’s 
greatest gifts to the Church, so value 
them accordingly and earnestly de- 
sire them. They are worthy of any 


e man’s ambition. “Yet,” says he, “shew 


I unto thee a more excellent way.” 
And this he proceeds to do in the 13th 
chapter. Hear these familiar but 
wonderful words: “Though I speak 
with the tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 
And though I have the gift of proph- 
ecy, and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge; and though I have all 
faith, so that I could remove moun- 
tains, and have not charity, I am 
nothing.” 

Charity, beloved, is the more ex- 
cellent way that is accessible to all of

us, and Paul tells us that this way 
never faileth. Prophecy on some 
occasions will fail; tongues will cease, 
and knowledge vanish away; but, 
brother, charity never faileth. This is 
a skeleton key that will open any 
heart. It is a way the enemy can’t 
block. It is a warmth so persistent as 
to melt any ice. When all else fails, 
let us try love. Charity in its truest 
sense, one has aptly said, is love put 
in action. Ah, isn’t that the essence 
of Paul’s description? “Charity suf- 
fereth long, and is kind; charity 
envieth not; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh not 
her own, is not easily provoked, think- 


eth no evil; rejoiceth not in ini- 
quity, but rejoiceth in the truth; 
beareth all things, believeth all 


things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things.” Is it any wonder that the lit- 
tle apostle says this is the more ex- 
cellent way, the way that never fails! 

I remember one time an incident 
that occurred while a learned proph- 
ecy lecture was being delivered. 
The lecturer, being a man of excep- 
tional ability, had every hearer’s eyes 
riveted upon a great prophecy chart, 
which extended all the way across the 
building. He had depicted upon the 
chart what he termed the trail of the 
serpent, portrayed from the beguiling 
of Eve in Eden on down through the 
ages to the cross, with the trail 
clearly outlined across the top of his 
chart. It was a learned and brilliant 
discourse, but it failed as far as one 
sister in particular was concerned— 
it was entirely beyond her compre- 
hension, though she was sitting there 
gazing with rapt attention at the gay- 
colored canvas. Presently she re- 
marked in a whisper to a sister sitting 
beside her, “What I want to know,” 
she said, “is where is that snake 
a-going?” She might not have bene- 
fited overmuch from the discourse of 
the speaker but I know her to be one 
that has the love of God shed 
abroad in her heart and life. Proph- 


-ecy was a complete failure as far as 


she was concerned, but charity, praise 
God, had not failed. 

Brother, sister, this old world is 
starving for love, and the man or 
woman who can go forth with this 


pearl of great price streaming from 
his heart in a river of blessing to 
sin-blighted lives, will have found a 
way to reach every heart that is ir- 
resistible. D. L. Moody related the fol- 
lowing incident: 

“When I first began to work for 
God in Chicago, a Boston business 
man was converted there and stayed 
three months. When leaving he told 
me that there was a man living on a 
certain street in whom he was very 
much interested and whose boy was in 
high school and he had said that he 
had two brothers and a little sister 
who didn’t go anywhere to Sabbath 
school because their parents would 
not let them. This gentleman said, ‘I 
wish you would go round to see them.’ 

“TI went, and I found that the 
parents lived in a drinking saloon and 
that the father kept the bar. I stepped 
up to him and told him what I wanted 
and he said he would rather have his 
sons become drunkards and his 
daughter a harlot than have them go 
to a Christian Sunday School. It looked 
pretty dark and he was very bitter to 
me, but I went a second time, thinking 
that I might catch him in a better 
humor. He ordered me out again. 
I went a third time and found him in 
a better humor. He said, ‘You are 
talking too much about the Bible. I'll 
tell you what I’ll do; if you teach them 
something reasonable, like Paine’s 
Age of Reason, they may go.’ Then I 
talked further to him and finally he 
said, ‘If you will read Paine’s book I’ll 
read the New Testament.’ Well, to get 
hold of him I promised, and he got 
the best of the bargain, we exchanged 
books and that gave me a chance to 
call again and talk with that family. 

“One day he said, ‘Young man, you 
have talked so much about church, 
now you can have church down here.’ 

“*What do you mean?’ I asked. 

“‘Why, I will invite some friends 
and you can come down here and 
preach to them—not that I believe a 
word you say, but I do it to see if it 
will do us chaps any good.’ 

“ ‘Very well,’ I said. ‘Now let us have 
it distinctly understood that we are 
to have a certain definite time.’ 

“He told me to come at 11 o’clock, 
saying, ‘I want you to understand that 
you are not to do all the preaching.’ 

“*How is that?’ I asked.

Vast Irrigation Project 


Palestine can absorb a population of 
5,000,000 persons if the plan for dig- 
ging a canal between the Mediterra- 
nean and the Dead Sea is carried out, 
it was emphasized this month by 
David Ben Gurion, chairman of the 
Jewish Agency executive. The scheme, 
which has been under private discus- 
sion for some time, was first revealed 
by Mr. Ben Gurion in Palestine a few 
months ago. 

“Tremendous quantities of ’ water 
sufficient to irrigate hundreds of 
thousands of dunams of land which 
could support 5,000,000 people would 
be made available if the plan of the 
American engineers were carried out,” 
the Zionist leader says in a statement 
published in Hatsofeh. In addition it 
would create a source of electric 
power and would greatly benefit the 
present population. 

In his previous statement Mr. Ben 
Gurion had pointed out that the vast 
engineering feat would serve to gal- 
vanize the entire Near East, and would 
make that part of the world a grea 
center of industry and commerce. The 
plan contemplated is similar in nature 
to some of the dam projects carried 
out in the United States in recent 
years. 

Even before work on the project 
begins, Mr. Ben Gurion said, Palestine 
can absorb an additional 200,000 Jew- 
ish families without delay on the mil- 
lions of dunams of unsettled land. He 
estimated that there are 18,000,000 
dunams open for settlement, and suf-

Text: Prov. 29:18, “Where there is 
no vision, the people perish: but he 
that keepeth the law, happy is he.” 

Here we see Solomon realized that a 
vision was necessary for the great task 
that was before him. God had placed 
a great responsibility on him now to 
lead His people and keep the law of 
God. Solomon realized that by keep- 
ing the law of God then you could 
have fellowship with God. There is 
one thing that will keep you and me 
in fellowship, that is, if you and I 
have met conditions with God and all 
on the altar of sacrifice laid. You find 
so many people today who are pro- 
fessing God, but seem so cold in their 
experience with God. Remember, 
Abraham had laid his all on the altar 
of sacrifice. Abraham had offered up 
his only son on the altar. It may be 
that God wants you to put that boy 
or girl on the altar. You say, “I have 
put my children all on the altar,” but 
do you remember that time when God 
wanted to use that boy or girl for His 
glory and you said, “No”? You thought 
you were saying no to your children, 
but you were saying “No” to God. Re- 
member, Brother and Sister, you 
placed them on the altar and then to 
say no you were taking them off the 
altar. Maybe you are wondering why 
you can’t get anywhere with God. He 
wants us to keep our all on the altar 
of sacrifice laid, then we will have a 
greater vision of the harvest field 
that is white already to harvest. Let 
us pray that God will give us a great- 
er vision of the harvest field, for it is 
white already to harvest. In Mark 10: 
46 we read of blind Bartimaeus. We 
see Jesus coming down out of Jericho 
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with His disciples and we see blind 
Bartimaeus as he sits by the wayside 
begging. No doubt, this was not his 
first time to sit along this roadside, 
but he caught a vision on this day as 
he sat there. He began to call on the 
Lord and as he called on the Lord we 
find he had some opposition to con- 
front him, but he cried out the more, 
“Thou son of David have mercy on 
me.” In James 5:16 we find that the 
effectual, fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much. We find that 
Bartimaeus had caught a vision of 
Jesus as He passed by and was fer- 
vent in the spirit, calling on God. 
Brother and sister, you may be in a 
revival service sometime as the gospel 
message goes forth under the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit and you may feel 
your need of drawing closer to God, 
but still you find an opposition there 
to keep you away from the altar. Re- 
member, the altar is a meeting place 
between God and man. In Ephesians 
6:11 we find ‘the Apostle Paul saying, 
“Put on the whole armour of God.” 
Paul is encouraging us to press on 
with God. Our vision will increase 
more and more. If you don’t have a 
vision, pray that God will give you a 
vision, that you may work for Him. 
When the Lord had called King Solo- 
mon to lead the children of Israel, he 
did not ask for wealth, but he asked 
for wisdom that he might know how 
to lead God’s people. Remember Solo- 
mon says, “Where there is no vision 
the people perish,” Prov. 29:18. If 
there ever was a time when the Church 
needs a vision, it is today when so 
many people are perishing all around 
us. Let us work while it is day, for 
“the night cometh when no man can 
work,” John 9:4. In Matthew 9:35-38 
note Jesus’ vision of the ministry in 
Galilee as He went about through the 
cities and villages preaching in their 
synagogues the gospel of the King- 
dom, but when He saw the multitudes 
He was moved with compassion be- 
cause they fainted and were scattered 
abroad as sheep having no shepherd. 
Jesus saw more than numbers and 
outside appearances, He saw their 
hearts and lost souls and their future 
abode. Let us pray that God will give 
us a vision of the future abode of lost 
souls going down to eternity without 
God. How sad of one soul being lost 
eternally. Just suppose for a moment 


‘it was your soul, what a remorse of 


conscience! Lost, lost, lost for eternity. 
HE SAW THE NEED OF GOING 
He went about; He didn’t settle 


down in comfort in a fine home; He 
went against poverty and loneliness. 
We see Jesus as He departs into Gali- 
lee. He has a vision of the Samaritan 
woman, although the Jews and the 
Samaritans had no dealings. We find 
Jesus weary over His journey, yet He 
realized that souls were at stake. We 
read in Galatians 6:9, “And let us not 
be weary in well doing: for in due 
season we shall reap, if we faint not.” 
The trouble with us, so many have 
gotten weary in working for the Lord 
and fainted in our minds and given up 
in despair, but Jesus, though weary in 
body, still kept the vision. 
HE SAW THE NEED OF DOING 


Hearing is not enough. James 1:22, 
“But be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves.” In Matthew 7:24 we read these 
words, “Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a 
rock.” In Matthew 16:18 we read these 
words, “I will build my church.” No- 
tice these words, “I will build.” There 
must be an effort put forth to build. 
First, the foundation must be laid. 
There must first be a vision of the 
foundation and what kind of founda- 
tion it is to be before we can build. 
In Luke 6:48 we find this foundation 
was laid on a rock. In 1 Corinthians

which is Jesus Christ.” In Luke 14:30 
we read of a man who began to build 
and was not able to finish. Why was 
this man not able to finish? He didn’t 
count the cost and found the cost was 
greater than he was able to pay, so 
he had to make shipwreck in build- 
ing on this foundation. You remember 
Judas made shipwreck one time and be- 
trayed Christ to be crucified. Brother, 
the world is still looking at that foun- 
dation which the Church is building 
upon..How does your building look to 
the outside world? Is it in line with 
God, or is the world pointing a finger 
of scorn at us for the way we build? 
Brother, hay, wood, and stubble won’t 
stand in the testing time.

Eph. 4:18, “Having the understand- 
ing darkened, being alienated from 
the life of God through the ignorance

When Prone to be Careless 
Consider thy vows, for we are all 
human beings and the flesh is con- 
tinually warring against the soul, 
and being of the earth earthy will 
cause us to grow careless, unless we 
remember our vows to God down at 
the old altar, with the tears streaming 
down our faces, as we promised God 
if He would only forgive us of our sins 
and remove that awful weight from 
our souls, and then, when we, by 
faith in Christ, felt the burden go, 
as our sins were forgiven, and a peace, 
oh so sweet, came in. Then as we 
prayed for a deeper experience of 
sanctification, we made more vows 
and a deeper consecration to God, 
He looked down upon us there humbly 
bowed in the altar and took us at our 
word, the blood of His Son Christ 
Jesus was applied to our hearts by 
faith, and a greater joy than we had 
ever experienced came upon us, and 
we praised God from the very depths 
of our blood-washed souls. Then with 
this great joy we could never be 
satisfied without the experience of the 
baptism in the Holy Ghost. With our 
faces shining we looked with an eye of 
faith right up to God’s throne and 
promised Him that if He would only 
give us the Holy Ghost, we would go 
anywhere He wanted us to go, say 
anything He wanted us to say, or do 
anything He wanted us to do; in other 
words, we presented ourselves, body, 
spirit and soul, to God. When God saw 
we were in earnest, and heard the 
flow of praises from our lips, He, the 
great God of all the universe, in whom 
is all power in heaven and earth, THE 
ALMIGHTY GOD, the great I AM of 
eternity, took us at our word and 
GAVE us the HOLY GHOST. So now 
when so many are getting careless 
and so many are getting unconcerned 
about God, the church and their souls, 
let us consider our vows, for the wise 
man likened those who made vows 
and broke them to fools. Eccl. 5:4, 5: 
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“When thou vowest a vow into God, 
defer not to pay it; for he has no 
pleasure in fools: pay that which thou 
hast vowed. Better is it that thou 
shouldest not vow, than that thou 
shouldest vow and not pay.” 

And fools we would indeed be to 
break our vows and thereby break 
our fellowship with God, cutting our- 
selves off from all thay God has in 
store (for all eternity) for all that 
will love, honor and serve Him faith- 
fully. Brother, if you made God a 
vow, God expects you to pay that vow, 
and if you consider, when you are 
making plans to spend that pay 
check, you will remember that vow 
you made (and kept for awhile), and 
give unto God that which belongs to 
Him. 

When on Sunday morning you are 
debating with yourself, whether to 
go to the house of God and carry your 
family (which the Spirit of God will

always urge you to do) or to take the 
family to see Uncle Jim and Aunt 
Mary and get a big chicken dinner, 
thus satisfying the natural man, while 
the spiritual man inside is starving 
to death, remember your vow to God 
and you will attend the services on 
the Lord’s day and the inner man will 
be fed, the church will be built up, you 
will be happier and your family will 
be brought up to know the Lord, and 
when the time comes for you to leave 
this world and your loved ones are 
standing around your bed, you can 
bring your life to their memory, and 
point them to the example you set 
before them in being faithful to God 
and the Church. And when you are 
rolled out the church door for the last 
time, and the church clerk writes de- 
ceased and the date opposite your 
name, if you have paid your vow, and 
kept that covenant you made with 





God and the church that day you 
joined, the church and pastor will 
greatly miss you and feel the loss 
greatly; while on the other hand, if 
you grow careless and unconcerned 
and forget your vow, all the church 
will lose is another number from th 
roll and from the reports. 

If we consider, we shall realize that 
after all, life is too short for us to 
waste our time with trifles, and that 
the beginning of all sins is the sin of 
selfishness. 

Considering Others 

When we consider others we must 
remember that although they may 
be saints of God, they are still human, 
and are prone to make errors of 
judgment. Although their hearts 
are pure, this does not safeguard them 
from misunderstanding and being 
misunderstood. If we consider our 
faults when prone to find faults with 
others, or if we consider the beam in 
our own eye, we should not care then 
to mention the mote in our brother’s 
eye. I once read of a red-headed ex- 
plorer who went into the jungles of 
South America to study the habits 
and manner of life of the savage 
head-hunting Indians of that country. 
In a few months a shrunken red- 
headed skull came out of the jungle 
along with several other skulls of 
Indians. This head-hunting is a 
savage, brutal and gruesome, pas- 
time, but we have seen some in the 
church that were out for the head of 
some brother or sister. Of course, they 
didn’t consider the words of Jesus or 
that they were being used as a tool 
by the devil to divide, weaken, and 
hinder the progress of the church, 
and to cause that soul to get dis- 
couraged and give up. The writer has 
seen those who would work hard, 
pray, and take a great interest in 
someone to get him to God and in the 
church, and then when the Lord used 
this new convert, and gave him a 
position in the church, these same 
ones would set out to get his head, 
find fault, criticize, and try to get 
him out of the church. If we would 
only consider the teachings of Jesus 
and “consider ourselves, when others 
err, lest we also be tempted,” and that 
we are to deal with the erring in 
meekness, we would be stronger and 
many a weak one would be restored. 
Members are too hard to get to just 
turn out for every mistake they make, 
and no true child of God, who will 
consider, will think it a light thing to 
be laughed off when someone must 
be disfellowshiped from the church. 
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Many a backslider, perhaps, could 
have been brought back and saved, 
if those who were appointed to visit 
them had been more considerate. God 
help us as Christians to be as the little 
boy carrying his crippled brother on 

S back, who being met by a stranger 

ho remarked, “Son, that is rather 
a heavy burden you are carrying,” 
looked up smiling and _ replied, 
“HE’S NO BURDEN, HE’S MY 
BROTHER.” 

Consider the Day 

No doubt we are living in the last 
days just before the return in the air 
of our Lord, and we are told to watch 
and pray always, that we might be 
ready to go when the rapture takes 
place. If we consider, we shall be 
looking, longing, and watching for 
this great event, that the Christians 
of all ages have hoped for. We must 
consider that these are _ perilous 
times and that evil is on every 
hand; the devil has more with which 
to entice today than ever before. 
Dangers for the soul and hidden 
snares are camouflaged to appear as 
“no harms” and “proper” while they 
are in reality soul-poison. Pride is 
a besetting sin that is ever present, 
and many have fallen victims, and 
who if they had stayed humble, God 
would have exalted in due time, and 
who could have been an _ untold 
blessing to God and the lost world. 

When we consider, we will not 
murmur and complain and bring to 
the mind of the faithful pastor that 
while the former pastor was here such 
great progress was made, while 
seemingly things are at a standstill 
now, for Solomon tells us in Eccl. 7:10, 
“Say not thou, what is the cause that 
the FORMER days were better than 
these? FOR THOU DOST NOT EN- 
QUIRE WISELY CONCERNING 
THIS.” When we consider, we shall 
remember that the Church, too, is 
being affected by this war, that the 
gas and tire shortage is making it 
impossible for many who would like 
to attend, to get to church, thus 
causing a decrease in the attendance. 
Many have moved to the defense 
areas, are required to work long hours 
and on Sundays. Thousands of our 
young men and girls have gone into 
the service of their country, and far 
from the home church. The pastor 
labors on faithfully, carrying the same 
load with less members, preaches the 
same inspired sermons, writes many 
more letters to encourage those who 
are away (some on the battlefields 
facing death, who know how to ap- 
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preciate a good encouraging letter 
from a minister), while many com- 
plain and wonder why the church 
isn’t like it used to be. Some wonder 
why the pastor doesn’t visit like the 
former pastor. They never consider 
that the pastor, too, is driving on 
rationed tires and using rationed gas. 
If you are well and get to attend 
church and see the pastor every week, 
don’t you think it would be more con- 
siderate for the pastor to use this 
gasoline to visit those members who 
are weak and discouraged, those who 
are sick, shut-ins and the aged, where 
he can bring sunshine and spiritual 
strength where needed most? You are 
fortunate to have health, go to 
church, hear the messages of the pas- 
tor and visiting evangelist, testify, 
sing and shout, and have fellowship 
with the saints. You should consider 
the plight of the less fortunate and 
pray that your good pastor may be a 
blessing and spiritual tower to these. 
If we consider, we will often see 
that those good old days that we pas- 
tors have heard so much about, were 
not so grand after all; although there 
might have been a little more 
shouting, many times there was little 
else. The pastor’s tithes were pitiful- 
ly small; the orphanage offerings 
sometimes came to a dollar a month; 
and ten dollars for missions was 
thought to be an outstanding con- 
tribution to carry the gospel to all 
the world. They tell us that the 
buildings were crowded, every seat was 
full. Quite true, many of the buildings 
measured 30x40 on the outside and 
had thirty-five benches on the inside 
and would be crowded with 150 people. 
Those were the good old days to 
many; but if we consider, we are 
living in a changing world, in which 
conditions change almost every day, 
and I for one feel that the Church of 
God is greater, more progressive, and 
better organized than ever before. Our 
church buildings are a credit to many 
communities, are built of good 
material and will accommodate large 
congregations, our pastors and evan- 
gelists are better paid, and can have 
the respect of governors, and other 
men in high positions, which is an 
asset to the Church, because no minis- 
ter can do very much if he does not 
have the respect of the people he 
must preach to and deal with. Our 


‘ ministers, through the medium of 


radio, are preaching the gospel in all 
its fulness to thousands, yes millions, 
where they formally preached to only 
a hundred or so. Yes, when we con- 


sider, we are made to appreciate the 
growth and progress of the Church of 
God, with its qualified and able 
leaders, its hundreds of bishops, the 
more than a thousand evangelists, its 
faithful deacons, exhorters, and 
teachers. We will think of the more 
than a hundred orphans who have 
a wonderful opportunity in life, a nice 
home in which to live, the Christian 
environment, and good food they en- 
joy daily rather than the miserable 
lot of an orphan left alone in a cold 
world, with little chance of even living 
to manhood or womanhood; we would 
remember our publishing house and 
the busy presses publishing the good 
tidings to be sent throughout the 
nation and to the foreign countries, 
our missions that the sun never sets 
on, bringing salvation to those in 
darkness and adding to the Church 
of God thousands of true _ blood- 
bought saints. Our Bible schools where 
our boys and girls can be educated in 
a Christian environment, by teachers 
filled with the Holy Ghost, our junior 
college where they can receive ad- 
vanced training to fit them for their 
life’s work, these and many other 
wonderful things the Church has been 
given by our Lord, will cause us when 
we consider the goodness of God, to 
lift our voices and praise Him “from 
whom all blessings flow.” 

We do not despise the day 
of small things, for Jesus started 
with just a small band of unlearned 
men, but we are to take that which 
God has provided to spread this 
gospel, and when we consider the 
many problems that have come about 
by the Church growing, reaching out 
into many lands to many races, we 
shall realize that it has been necessary 
to make many changes in order to 
make progress, and we shall not sit 
and cry over memories of those so- 
called good old days, but shall take 
the timely advice of the Apostle 
Paul and “quit you like men” and “be 
strong in the Lord”; we shall stand 
behind our leaders and work together 
to send this gospel of the Son of God 
and His redeeming blood, to the 
last outpost of the world, and hasten 
the coming of the Prince of peace, for 
those whom He will judge faithful.

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HE word “elder” found its origin 
in the Old Testament, in connec- 
tion with the Hebrew people. The 
original government of the Hebrews 
was administered through their eld- 
ers. The head of a 
family exercised 
supreme rule over 
all of his descend- 
ants, his married 
sons did the same; 
however, so long as 
his father lived he 
was himself still 
subordinate to his 
father. At the fa- 
ther’s death his 
elder son succeed- 
ed him as the su- 
preme headship. In 
this manner the 
family tribes were built up, with a head 
chief, or prince, over them as a whole. 
Not only did the elders of the Hebrews 
have great influence over their peo- 
ple, but the elders among other na- 
tions were also respected as rulers 
(Exod. 22:7). 


While the office of the elder is pa- 
triarchal, and has, so far as the gov- 
ernment of most nations is concerned, 
ceased to be a positive requisite to 
holding office, it was not a relic in 
New Testament times, and is of record 
for our day. The earliest mention of 
elders as a political body was during 
the wilderness journeyings of the chil- 
dren of Israel. During their sojourn 
in the wilderness the elders were the 
intermediaries between Moses and the 
people of Israel. It was from the rank 
of the then known elders that “the 
Lord said unto Moses, Gather unto 
me seventy men of the elders of 
Israel, whom thou knowest to be eld- 
ers of the people”; and not only were 
they elders, but “officers over them” 
(Num. 11:16). These elders were the 
divine choice to replace those certain 
rulers whom Moses had chosen at the 
mouth of Jethro, his father-in-law, 
mentioned in Exod. 18:14-26. They 
were elders. They were officers. The 
authority of the elder as a ruler was 
somewhat curtailed after the develop- 
ment of the kingship, through the 
judges and specially appointed offi- 
cers. It must not be overlooked, how- 
ever, that in the time of Christ the 
Sanhedrin or council was still in ex- 
istence as a supreme council, or court 
of appeals, which is said to have ex- 
ercised a general oversight over the 
lower courts of the nation. 

While the Sanhedrin was, as. we 
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have mentioned, a supreme council, 
there was also, apparently, a council 
of elders belonging to towns and 
cities, which was not an authority of 
tribal origin, but local in function 
and purpose. Elders, who most cer- 
tainly represented the general inter- 
ests of the nation of Israel, are men- 
tioned in Num. 11:16; 13:2; Josh. 24: 
31; Exod. 3:6; 12:21; Ezek. 8:1; 2 
Sam. 5:3; and elsewhere. Elders who 
were local in authority are mentioned 
in Deut. 19:12; 21:3-6, 19; 22:15; 25:8; 
Judg. 8:16; Ruth 4:2; Ezra 10:14; and 
many other places. 

“Elder” was originally a, family 
name, but we find it mentioned in 
heaven also, in Rev. 4:4-10, where it 
is no doubt of official representation. 
Of the family it is said “the whole 
family in heaven and in earth” is 
named for God, Eph. 3:14,15, who 
as the head of the redeemed family re- 
tains the name “elder” of ruling as- 
sociates. But 1 Peter 2:25 indicates 
that the office of the bishop is also 
retained as the final ruling voice of 
authority, unto which the elders of 
Rev. 4:10 ascribe all glory, honor, and 
authority. 

NEW TESTAMENT ELDERS 


“Elder” in the New ‘Testament 
means, as it does in the Old Testa- 
ment, an old man (Greek, pres- 
buteros). The term “elders” in the 
Gospels and also several places in the 
Acts refers to the Sanhedrin. (See 
Acts 4:5, 8,23; 6:12.) Unless the word 
“apostle” is a title, “elder” was the 
first title given to or bestowed upon 
officers of the New Testament Church. 
The first mention of New Testament 
elders of the Church is made in Acts 
11:30. “Elder” as a title in the Church 
was unquestionably copied from Juda- 
ism, where it referred to a political 
officeholder. However, an elder whose 
function was general in Israel, as we 
have already pointed out, was not only 
an elder but also an officer, a man 
exercising spiritual powers (Num. 11: 
17, 25-27). It would be unreasonable 
to suppose that an elder of the Chris- 
tian Church would in any sense be 
anything less. They should, therefore, 
be (1) spiritual, and (2) who of all 
else could be more fitted to rule? 

In the Old Testament, that the 


purpose of God according to election 
might stand, it was said, “The elder 
shall serve the younger” (Gen. 25:23; 
Rom. 9:11). However, in the New 
Testament, under grace it is written, 
“Ye younger, submit yourselves unto 
the elder” (1 Peter 5:5). This, so f 
as government is concerned, was al 
true in the Old Testament. 


The title of “elder” was, no doubt, 
as I have already stated, copied from 
Judaism and used in the Church of 
God for the purpose of distinguishing 
members of the council at Jerusalem 
from the apostles (Acts 11:30; 15:2). 

The first mention of elders of the 
Church is found in Acts 11:30, where 
it is used in connection with “relief” 
which was to be sent unto “the breth- 
ren which dwelt in Judaea”; which 
was sent to the elders by the hands 
of Barnabas and Saul. These elders 
were doubtless those at Jerusalem, 
as the pretext seems to indicate. Dis- 
tribution of this “relief” was to be 
done in Judaea, which would imply an 
«authority of a general nature. There- 
fore, those elders mentioned in Acts 
11:30 seemed to have exercised au- 
thority outside of Jerusalem. These 
are the same elders as are referred to 
in connection with the subject of “cir- 
cumcision,” found in Acts 15:2, where 
an opinion must be rendered which 
would affect the Church throughout 
many cities and countries, which also 
implied that these certain elders men- 
tioned along with the apostles were 
elders whose position was general in 
function. These also are the same 
elders mentioned in Acts 21:18 as be- 
ing present with James. The second 
mention of New Testament elders is 
made in Acts 14:23, where it is stated 
that “they ordained elders in every 
church”; these, therefore, were “or- 
dained”; whereas nothing so far had 
been said about other elders being 
ordained. Able commentators say that 
these elders were of equal rank with 
those of Acts 11:30 and 15:2. 

The “ordainment” here mentioned 
in connection with elders of Acts 14: 
23, evidenced by a vote or show of 
hands, was, in my opinion, an expres- 
sion of the local church in setting 
forth these men as elders. 

As there were elders whose rule was 
of a general nature in Israel, and also 
of a local nature, I am of the opinion 
that there were elders in the New 
Testament Church whose function 
were (1) general; (2) local; and that 
for these functions God provided two

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The Worth of Life

It is said that a man does not cease 
to learn throughout the years of his 
life and that by the time he must die 
he is just equipped to live. It might 
seem ironic that life can hardly be 
understood or appreciated till it has 
run its course and is about to termi- 
nate, but the situation may be viewed 
as a challenge to derive the most from 
the three score years and ten allotted 
to men. 

We hardly question that material 
possessions do add to the thrill of liv- 
ing, though there is room for debate 
here. Normal human creatures desire 
a comfortable home, a little kingdom 
belonging to one family, where the 
members are colaborers in building 
the finest institution on earth. A good 
house, an attractive setting, a fruitful 
garden contribute to the joy of living, 
besides such conveniences and luxuries 
as an automobile, electrical appli- 
ances, a radio, good books, and so 
many more of the products of twen- 
tieth century inventions. Ask the man 
or the woman who is settled in a home 
about enjoying life, and you will likely 
learn that appreciation is great and 
joy is sweet when material needs and 
comforts are available. 

We do not mean to imply that the 
joy of possession rests entirely in ma- 
terial things, however, for we believe 
that among man’s most cherished 
possessions are his friends. It is easily 
possible that a man would value a 
close friend as highly as, or more so 
than, a house made of wood and stone 
situated on a few thousand square 
feet of land. The man who has friends 
has wealth, not wealth measurable in 
dollars and cents, but in satisfaction 
and confidence. 

Life seems worth while when we can 
enjoy the resources offered by this 
world. But such pleasure, we believe, 
is not the ultimate. Jesus said that 
life does not consist in the abundance 
of things one possesses. Rather, our 
Lord’s teaching seems to indicate that 
the deepest joy in living is found 
apart from acquisitions and accumu- 
lations. This might suggest that serv- 
ice is more gratifying than posses- 
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sions. 

Indeed, our Bible clearly teaches 
that he who serves is greater than he 
who is served.. Now, servants are 
counted among the material posses- 
sions in this world, and it is common- 
ly supposed that the family who can 
afford servants is well to do. But the 
Lord takes the opposite view and de- 
clares that the rich man, the man who 
gets the most out of life, is he who 
serves humanity the most. 

To make a donation is more thrill- 
ing than to accept a donation. Many 
people think they would be happy 
to get a few thousand dollars, but it 
is probably that a greater joy would 
come by their giving away part of 
their own things. A man’s worth is 
measured, not by his bank account 
or real estate, but by his value to so- 
ciety. 

If it is impossible to give money, a 
person might give his talents, his time, 
his strength, and skill to benefit so- 
ciety. Florence Nightingale is respect- 
fully remembered and appreciated, 
not for possessing the most beautiful 
mansion in the land or for contribut- 
ing half million dollars to a library, 
but for her sacrificial service to the 
‘sick and wounded soldiers on the 
battlefields of Europe. William Booth 
reached fame, not by eloquence or 
philanthropy, but by his fervent and

Think of how these precious people 
labored to make all of these adobe 
blocks, dry them in the sun and then 
to lay them and gather the material 
to make the grass roof after having 
made the foundation for the roof with 
poles tied together, no doubt, with 
limber, green twigs that they had 
gathered from the woods. But, praise 
God, they are happy now. The 
building is finished. They are having 
an all-day meeting. They have a 
place to worship and someone to 
preach the gospel to them. 


Just think of the thousands and 
thousands of villages in India that 
have no one to tell them about Jesus. 
It is not only a question of their not 
getting the full gospel story as we 
believe it, but no one to mention to 
them the name of the Son of God who 
left His Father’s home in glory and 
came to this world and died that they 
might live. Surely God is speaking to 
many in our ranks today, calling them 
to step out from the comforts of life 
and go to these needy foreign fields 
where they not only sit through an 
hour’s sermon, but stand though a 
two or three hours’ service and then 
beg you to tell them some more about

distinct types of men called elders. 
These men may all be ministers of 
the Word; and there is nothing, so 
far as I see, that would prevent a 
minister who was at a time a local 
elder from becoming an elder of gen- 
eral function, if his spiritual progress 
and usefulness provided him with such 
an opportunity. 

Elders mentioned in Titus 1:5 were 
also “ordained,” which again was by 
vote or show of hands. These men 
were in line for the office of bishop, 
which is, in my opinion, but another 
name for the elder whose function 
reaches beyond that of the local 
church body and, therefore, concerns 
itself with the general watchcare and 
edification of the body of Christ. That 
the elder of Titus 1:5 is the same man 
as mentioned in Titus 1:7, but called 
bishop, is clear from the qualification 
laid out for both men in verse 6. 

THE APOSTLES AS ELDERS 


The apostles were all elders of the 
first rank; i.e., whose duties were of 
a general nature within the body of 
Christ, as is evidenced by their exer- 
cise of authority in all matters of the 
early Church. Peter acclaimed the title 
of “elder” in 1 Peter 5:1. John also 
addressed himself as such in 2 John 
1; also in 3 John 1. The marginal ref- 
erence also includes the elders of 
Acts 11:30 and Titus 1:5-9. In 1 Peter 
5:2, the elder is seen “feeding” the 
flock of God (John 21:17) which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof. Here is a dual ministry of 
the elder: he is a preacher; he is tak- 
ing the oversight (episkopountes) 
also. Thus it is clear that the elder 
may be a pastor, or he may be an 
overseer (bishop). Here the apostle- 
elder, both by position and by name, 
charges his fellow elders with not only 
preaching, feeding the flock of the 
Lord, but they are to, when occasion 
arises, become bishops (Greek, epis- 
kopoi), or overseers. The order is 
beautiful here, as it also is in 1 Tim. 
5:17, wherein it is written, “Let the 
elders that rule well be counted 
worthy of double honor, especially 
they. who labor in word and in doc- 
trine.” It is, therefore, the duty of the 
elder to rule; it is his duty to teach, 
both “in word and in doctrine.” This 
requirement compares well with 1 
Tim. 3:2, where it is stated that the 
bishop “must be . . . apt to teach.” In 
Heb. 13:7, we have these words: “Re- 
member them which have the rule 
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over you, who have spoken unto you 
the word of God.” In either instance 
it was the elders. The elders were those 
who had the rule over them, accord- 
ing to 1 Tim. 5:17. Certainly, it was 
the elders who had spoken unto them 
the Word of God. 1 Peter 5:1. 

Lastly, we have those beautiful 
words of St. Paulin Acts 20:28: “Take 
heed therefore unto yourselves, and 
to all the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God.” Here, first, 
take heed to your own soul, for he 
who will not care for his own soul will 
care little for the souls of others. 
Here, as in 1 Tim. 5:17 and Heb. 13:7, 
we have a dual ministry. Those having 
this sacred charge were the elders 
from Miletus (Acts 20:17). They are 
here, as in 1 Peter 5:2, to “take heed 
unto the flock.” This could not be 
done without (1) the ministry of the 
Word. They were to “feed the flock— 
the church of God.” (2) They were 
made “overseers” (Greek, episkopoi) 
by the Holy Ghost. Men may ordain 
elders, but only the Holy Ghost can 
make men able to feed and to com- 
passionately oversee. Without it men 
may rule with cruelty and disdain. In 
the light of the foregoing it is appar- 
ent that the office of the elder, though 
never called an office in the New 
Testament, is nevertheless the exact 
equivalent of the office of bishop.

earnest work among the unfortunates 

and wicked of London slums. 

When a Christian devotes his life 
to pointing men and women to a bet- 
ter life, and to comforting the sad and 
strengthening the weak, that Chris- 
tian will discover a glory in living not 
imagined by the snug materialist 
whose only ambition is to accumulate 
more and more possessions. 

Wonderful as the life of service is, 
the underlying cause, found in a 
heart that has been re-created, is 
more wonderful still. The spring is 
more important than the stream. A 
pure heart is of greater value than 
kind deeds. In the world of arbitrary 
standards and cruel intrigues, a heart 
of sincerity and honesty is a precious 
possession. 

Not only is the pure heart a bless- 
ing to the Christian, but the world 
whom he contacts will be blessed. 
Though a man may be wicked, he can 
usually detect sincerity or the lack of 
it in the life of a professing Chris- 





tian. It is better to be a Christian 
than to imitate a Christian. 

The influence and inspiration af- 
forded by the pure in heart is not the 
only reward, but to the individual 
himself there comes an appreciation 
of the best in life, an enjoyment @ 
fellowship with the Divine, and an as- 
surance of a fuller and richer life be- 
yond this. After all, when a man 
reaches the “valley of the shadow of 
death,” having lived in all purity of 
heart and sent forth streams of kind- 
ness and blessing, he is well prepared 
to enter a higher scale of life and 
continue his development under the 
most conducive circumstances.

For God seeketh to save such as be 
of a broken heart and a contrite spir- 
it, then we are in shape to let Jesus 
show us a vision. Solomon said, Where 
there is no vision the people perish. 
John 4:35, “Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh har- 
vest? behold, I say unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest.” We 
want to notice that it is necessary to 
break the ground first, then as the 
ground is broken it must go through 
a still finer process of breaking which 
we call harrowing, or disking. All the 
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hard clods must be broken, the ground 
made pliable, and then it is ready for 
the crop to be sown to bring forth 
abundance. Just as the ground was 
pliable in the farmer’s hands, so we 
must be pliable in the hands of the 
Lord, that He might break us, culti- 
vate us and send us forth into the 
harvest field that we might gather the 
golden grain, for the harvest is great 
but the laborers are few.

“He thought that was fair, so I went 
down, but he wasn’t there. I at first 
thought perhaps he had backed out 
but I found that the real reason was 
he didn’t have room enough and so 
had moved the service over to a 
neighbor’s, whither I went and found 
two rooms filled. There were atheists, 
infidels, and scoffers there. I had 
taken a little boy with me, thinking 
he might aid me. The moment I went 
in they plied me with all sorts of 
questions but I said I hadn’t come to 
hold any discussion, that they had 
been discussing for years and had 
reached no conclusion. They took up 
their forty-five minutes of time talk- 
ing and the result was no two could 
agree on any one thing. 

“Then came my turn. I said: ‘We 
always open our meetings with 
prayer; let us pray.’ I prayed and 
thought perhaps someone else would 
pray before I got through. After I 
finished, the little boy prayed. I 
wish you could have heard him. He 
prayed to God to have mercy upon 
those men who were talking so 
against His beloved Son.

The next Sunday they came, and 
after a few months the oldest boy, a
